To the Honourable the Kuights, Citizens and Bur- 
geffes in Pailiament afiembles, 
The humbic Peution of K..dere Efq; in behalf 
of bimfelf and others ihe ancien: Proteftane Bur- 
gefles and Freemen of Corporation of Athen- 
ree in the Cou.cty of Geiway. 
Humbly Srewet, 
Ti the faid Town of Athenree hath been, time 
‘out of Mind, an ancient Corporation and Bur- 
rough; and accoringly to the ancient Cuftom ard 
Ulage of he f.idCorporation,bave yearly on the 14th 
Day of September, Elected and Chofen a Povtriff 
w ferve for tne faid « urporation, to be fworn on 
Michaelmas Day fol'oe i:g, and to hold and conti- 
nue the faid Office for «ne Year then next fo''owing. 
Tha: John Ormesby, was Bic Sei and Sworn 
accordingly at Michacimas 1704. A d Confticuted 
one Michacl Beiny his Deputy-Portr.ff, according to 


the Cuftom of che Corporation ; but afterwards 


Difcharged the faid Rerny from being his Deputy, 
and Appointed one Lieuenant Robert Cooke to be 
his Deputy. 

That Sir Thomas Monrgomery, Knight, having a 
Defign to get bimfelf in io be Portriff ot the faid 
Burrough, to have the Election of Perhament Men 
for the fame in himfelf, and to be Eicct-d in the 
nex: enfuing Parliament, as one of the Burge ffes for 
the faid Burrough ; P:e+ail'd, with the feid Berny, 
after he had notice that he was ‘uperfeded to with- 
draw himfelf and retire privately to ‘he faid Sir 
Thomas Montgomery’s Houfe in Achenree, on the 
Thirteenth Day of Seprember, 1705. being the,Day 


‘before the EleGtion, and ihere took upon him to ad-* 


mit feveral Perfons, fome of them of great Power 
and Authority (whom Your Petitioner defires may 
not be named for fear of giving Offence) as Burgeffes 
of the faid Corporation, who had no Intereft or 
Concern in the faid Burvough, or Liberties thereof, 
and contrary to feveral By-Laws, and the Ufage of 
the faid Corporation.

Mr. Ormby came ito he faid Town on Michoel- 
Gay *oliowing, in order to fwear ibe faa Tur- 
vin Portnff f the fad Town was wet b ‘be fad 
Sir Thomas Montgomery, witb a great Number of 
People, moti of thom Panifts, wh (ema ded cheir 
Arms frow che faic sir Oimsb. Poreriff 
Company, and Or ‘erea she {aid furvin to be arreft- 
ed by one Pateick Hoghegar a Yopifi onttable, and 
declared he woulc fen. him Priforet to ihe Abbey, 
to prevent bis be ng {worn that Day : Whereupon 
the faid Mr. Ormsby being ap;rhenfive of the 
Mifchief thac might arife, Adj owned Newford 
in the Liberties of the faid Town, and chere {wore 
the faid Turvin. 

That the faid Sir Thomas Montgomery turned 
our the Proreftant Conftables and Serjeants at Mace 
of the taid Town, and put in Papifts in «heir Places ; 
and by his Arbicrary Proceedings, ard by the terrour 
of his Party, kept the faid Turvin out of his faid 
Office, and Seiz’d upon the Tolis and Cuftoms of 
the faid Town, and converted them to his own Ufe, 
and ever-fince continues to Exrort the fame, and to 
perpetuate himfelf in the faid Officor to fuppore 
his Arbitrary Proceedings , ha~ wheuutted above 
Forty New Burgeffes of the { vy andporation, tho’

mitted Wiliam Healy and feveral others Prifoners in 
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Athenree afotefaid, and kept them in a Dungeon for 
avout Six Days, for prefuming Re-build faid 
Walls, «od @fusu co take Bail of them, exc-pt they 
gave Bai 10 Rebuild the faid Waiis, aud refus'd 


to diicaarge them, cho’ two other Juttices of the 


Peace for the faid County, Certity’d that they had 

il’d them. 
ig the {aid Sir Thomas Montgomery as a Ma- 
giftrste vitiated feveral Repiesius, and appear'd 
Judge and Par y therein, in bis own Court, and 
adyis'd Demurrers to be enter'd to Pleas in Caules 
depending before him, and committed feveral ocher 
illegal Practices, which your Petitioner 1s ready to 
prove by cclour of his faid Office. | 

And in as much as your Petitioner bumbly con- 
ceives that fuch violent forcible illegal and arbitrary 
Practices in Corporations and Burroughs are of facal 
Conf:quences to the Confticution of Parliamen:, and 
Civil Government of this Kindom. | 

‘ May it therefore pleafe your Honours, To take 
* the Premiffes into Confideration, and to order the 
« faid Burrough to be reftored to it’s ancient Right 
* and Government, and to do further therein for the 
* Relief of Your Petitioner, and the other ancient 
‘ Burgeffes, as co your Honours great Wifdom fhall 
* feem agreeable to Right and Juftice, And he will 
* pray. Robert Shaw. 
“And the Queftion being put on each Paragraph of 
the faid Petition that the fame is fufficiently proved 
ro the Satisfaction of the Houfe it was carried in 
the affirmative. 

Refolved, That the Election of Sir Thomas Mont- 
gomery, on the 14th of September 1705. to the 

lace of Portr. ff of Athenry, was illegal Null and 
Void, being contrary to the Rights and Ufage of the 
Corporation and carried on with Force and by Aflift- 
ance of great Numbers of Irith Papifts. 

Refolved, that the feveral Burgeffes and Freemen 
made in the faid Corporation fince the tath of Sep- 
tember 1705. have bern admitted contrary to the 
Laws and Ufage of the {aid Corporation, and have 
no right to vote at any Election or other proceedings 
in the faid Corporation. 

Ordered, That fuch Members of this Houfe as 
are of her Majefty’s moft honourable Privy Council, 
do artend his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant with 
the {aid Refolutions, and defire that Sir Thomas 
Montgomery be put our of the Commiffion of the 
Peace. in thhar“veral County’s, wherein he is in Com- 
miffisna. from 

Refolved, wai’ John Ormsby Efq; is the Legal 
Portriff of Anthenry. 

Ordered, That Sir Thomas Montgomery do de- 
liver the Enfigns of Magiftracy to the faid Joha 
Orm«by. 

Refolved, That Michael Berny did prevaricote 
with this Houfe on his Examination, as a Witnefs 
before the Houfe. 

Ordered, That Michael Berny be taken into 
Cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms attending this 
Houfe.
